Doubtless you have some English coins of the period of William IV, 
or books which contain illustrations of such coins. Perhaps you would 
be good enough to let me know in what form his name or initials appear 
on these coins, or what form of his name or initials he used in any 
other way, as for instance, on proclamations or other documents, I have 
no means of looking the matter up, here at my country home, 


The reason of my inquiry is this: JI have a volume which appears 
to have belonged to King William; it is definitely so stated in the 
catalogue of the dealer from whom I obtained it; and it has the royal 
arms in gold on the front and back covers of the old calf binding, But 
one thing gives me pause: underneath the royal arms, in large gilt scroll 
letters, are the initials WR. Now the proper Latin initials for King 
William would have been GR (Guglielmus Rex), It is possible that he 
called himself William Rex -- he was enough of an eccentric, and unconven- 
tional enough,to do this. Also, he may have been tired of seeing the 
initials GR, which had been those of the kings of England for more than 
a century when he came to the throne. But still, the thing looks a little 
questionable,
